HERE IS NO one to 

blame. There is only 
sorrow for what might 
have been. 

When John and Jerry 
Valiant joined manager 
Lou Albano, it seemed 
we would be entering a 
new golden era in tag 
team wrestling. This 
superb duo flowered 
under the guidance of 
a brilliant manager. No 
one was surprised when 
their combined efforts 
resulted in earning the 
WWF tag team title. It 
seemed no one could 
stop them. 

No one could. The 
tragedy of the Valiant 
brothers is that they may 
destroy themselves. 

Everyone cites the Albano 
run-in incident as the 
beginning of the end, but 
that was only the tip of the 
iceberg. (A full account of 
this incident is described in 
this issue, written by 
Albano himself). The real 
reasons behind the flare-up 
and probable disintegration 
of the alliance are far more 
complex than a proud 
Albano will admit. 

To understand fully, we 
first must understand the 
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Valiants. In their world, 
there are only Valiants and 
people you don’t trust. Even 
Albano, whose history with 
the Valiants goes back 
years, has never been 
admitted to the family’s 
inner circle. As Jim Valiant 
once said, “I’ve got my 
brothers. | don’t need 
anyone else. A wrestler 
can’t afford to be friendly 
with those he doesn’t need.” 
Lou Albano fit in with

the brothers because he, 
too, needs no man. While 
he and the Valiants may 
appear friendly in public, in 
reality their partnership was 
strictly business. As such, 
they were incredibly 
successful. 

Yet, they are all willful 
men. The Valiants believe 
they know what's best for 
themselves. Albano believes 
he knows what’s best for 
his teams. Sooner or later, 
they had to clash. 

Neither the Valiants nor 
Albano wanted this rift. 
Still, it was almost 
inevitable. As Albano said 
in a quieter moment, “I'll 
take the Valiants over any 
other team. A manager can 
expect to see maybe 75 
percent of what he devises 
actually executed by his 
team. With the Valiants, I’ve 
seen my plans reach 
perfection. Perfection! | 
should be the happiest 
manager alive. I’m not. 
Somehow, they stick to my 
plans exactly but | don’t 
feel right about it. It’s like 
they devour my ideas and 
make them their own. | 
can’t understand it. | damn 
well don’t like it!”

like injury. The importance of 
keeping the belt makes 
everything else seem secondary.” 

Even Pat Patterson can’t hide 
his worry when confronted with 
a cage match. 
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“Once the match starts,” he 
said, “there’s too much going 
on to worry. It’s the waiting 
before that gets you. It’s the 
memory of previous matches 
that starts eating away at your 


nerves. You don’t really feel the 
pain until the next day. Then 
you get the dizzy spells, aching 
muscles, and the pain of 
stitched flesh healing. It hurts 
so much you swear you'll never 
do it again. Then the 
opportunity comes and you 
take it. Maybe it’s the kicks of 
seeing that clown Backlund 
covered with blood that makes 
me do it. Yeah, | want to see him 
covered with blood.” 
The night of the match, both 
men appeared nervous. They 
knew a cage match promises 
the possibility that a career 
would be over. It’s too easy to 
slip off the top of the cage and 
topple to the concrete. A 
broken leg that never mends, 
muscle tears that never heal, 
even a cracked skull, all are 
risked in a cage match. 
Backlund has been in relatively 
few of these bouts and was not 
sure about his strategies. 
Patterson was a veteran of

these bouts and knew exactly 
what to expect. That fear ate 
into his marrow. For different 
reasons, they were two very 
worried men. 

The bell sounded. The two 
men stormed from their 
corners. The strategy of each 
was to end the bout as quickly 
as possible. There was less 
chance of serious injury 
that way. 

There was the slap of flesh 
upon flesh as the two powerful 
athletes locked in battle. For the 
first few minutes, the action was 
so furious it was impossible to 
tell who was absorbing the most 
punishment.

metal cage shook from the 
force of their collision. Too 
soon, the ring began to be 
speckled with scarlet. Both men 
were bleeding profusely. Their 
faces were masks of gore. 
When a man feels his own 
blood warm upon his body, a 
terror fills him. He can continue 


his ordeal but can never shake 
that special terror. Even though 
bloodied, Backlund and 
Patterson battled undeterred. 
Yet, somehow, a spectactor 
knew the terror had them. 
Patterson was the first to try 
to escape his prison. A forearm 
smash sent Backlund reeling. 


With a magnificent leap, 
Patterson bounded up the cage. 
He was grasping the top rail 
when Backlund managed to 
drag him down. The two bodies 
crashed upon the canvas. 

Again and again, one man 
managed to climb the cage only 
to be brought down. As the 
battle wore on, only the strong 
could witness the carnage. 
Each man suffered a_ brutal 
pummeling. Their movements 
became sluggish, desperate, 
determined to end the agony 
quickly. 

Then Patterson brought out 
his brass knuckles. Since there 
is no referee in a cage match, it 
was up to Backlund to disarm 
his foe. After a furious 
exchange where Backlund took 
armed punches to the ribcage 
and jaw, Bob managed to grab 
the knuckles away.

Bloodier, in more pain, the 
two men struggled. Finally, 
Patterson was smashed to the 
far end of the ring. With 
Backlund’s last bit of strength, 
the champion stumbled toward 
the cage door. The referee at 
ringside opened the door and 
Backlund tumbled out. The 
battered, weary, bloodied, 
‘bruised grappler was every- 
thing bad but beaten. 

Backlund made his way back 
to the dressing room, the belt 
firmly around his waist. He was 
still champion. The crowd gave 
him a standing ovation. 

Later, after the doctor 
stitched his wounds, Backlund 
lay back on the training table. 
Staring into space, he muttered, 
“The horror. The horror.”
